“THE YEAR OF 
GREAT ‘DISILLUSION. 


By 


ITH this mid-week a civil year passed away and a hew one 
W began. It is natural to regard these marks of the effluxion of 
time as conyenient milestones upon the journey of life, and it 
is scarcely possible to watch the passing away of one year 
and the arrival of another without indulging in something like retrospec- 
tion. Whatthe year 1919 will come to mean for Jewry at large or for this 
Jewish Community in particular, is not at the moment in-point. That can 
best be dwelt upon when the period is reviewed as part of the Jewish 
year. But for the world at large, 1919 must go down to history as the 
year of great disillusion. At its beginning, a month or two after the 
Armistice, boundless hopes were fixed upon the result of the terrible 
conflict which had just been brought to an end. Humanity looked to a 
big forward bound, when a higher civilisation should assert itself and 
men and women should come. to regard in a better and more worthy 
light their mutual responsibilities, particularly those that subsist between 
nation and nation. 


The Old Adam. 


The hope was that the war would have ended war, that a new 
instrument and a new system would have superseded the bad old means 


of settling international disputes, by tho exercise of Right irrespective 
of Might. 


A League of nations co-operating with each other, not 
only to preserve the peace of the world but to prevent its breagh and 


-topunish the nition responsible for the breach, was to take the place 


of the old diplomacy which had made such a fearful hash of humanity. — 
AY great and enduring principle was to bring freedom and justice to 


7 peoples, however small and however weak. The world was at last to be 


afi rest and to learn war no more. That was the guerdon promised for the 


sacrifice of the brave young men who went out to do battle against an — 


intolerable tyranny, who were maimed and blinded, or whose lives were 
sacrificed in the sacred name of Law and Justice and Freedom and Right. 

The end of 1919 sees all these ideas clattered down, a ruin-heap of sad 
delusions, the war ended, perhaps officially, but in fact not more than a 
respite until breathing-time shall have been given to the combatants after 
the years of exhaustion and an opportunity afforded for new groupings. The 
old Adam of hatred, malice, and uncharitableness has maintained its sway. 
Destruction and distrust are everywhere around, and the btood-lust of man 
is proved to be unsatiated by the nearly five years of merciless slaughter 
Men and women are 
talking to-day, at the end of 1919, not of an assured peace, such as we 
were led to look for at the beginning of 1919, but of a possible next war, . 
the incidence of which will be even more savage, more barbarous, more 
disastrous, more bloody tgan the last war revealed the_ possibility 
world. Great areas of once thriving countries have 
been reduced to. famine and: starvation, not so much by the 
war as by the economic pressure that was brought to bear upon them by 
those who were the victors, and who were determined to draw the last 
remaining drop of the blood from their fallen adversaries.

The Parisian Paper La Petite Republique reports :— : 

The sad occurrences in South Russia have found an unexpected echo 
in the Greek Parliament. According to a telegram, Dr. Koffinas, the 
Jewish deputy, has protested in parliament against the pogroms from 
which the Jews in certain Eastern European countries are suffering. He 
asked the Foreign Secretary to become himself the interpreter of the 
feelings of execration against the pogroms to the whole of the civilised 
world. Mr. Politis, the Foreign Secretary, sympathised with the wish of 
the speaker, and said that it would be conveyed to the foreign Parliaments 
by means of the Bureau of the Greek Parliament. He added that the 
Government shared the feelings of Dr. Koffinas in the matter, and should 
any occasion present itself to them, the Prime Minister and he himself 
would not fail to join their efforts to those of the other Governments on 
behalf of the protection of the Jews. The Minister reminded them of the 
benevolent attitude of the Greek Government towards the Jews of Greece, 


and of the sympathy of the Government for the establishment of a Jewish 
National Home in Palestine. :

Jews Persecuted in Jugo-Slavia. 


The committee of the Jewish Delegations at the Peace Conference haS 


been obliged to take steps against the persecutions of the Jews in Jugo- 


Slavia. The authorities of this State have started the expulsion of a great 


number of Jews who have lived in this country for many years. This 
measure is a breach of the Peace Treaty, which by Article 3 guarantees 
ti a‘ all persons living at the date of the Peace Treaty in the territory of Jugo- 


Slavia are to enjoy full citizenship. Among those who have been expelled 


are women and old men, whose descendants have served in the Jugo-Slav 
army. They are in an extremely difficult situation, as no country allows 
them to cross its frontiers. The measure has caused great consterna- 
tion among the Jews of Jugo-Slavia, who feel that their security is 
menaced. In view of the liberal traditions of Serbia, they had never 
expected such treatment at the hands of the new State. The committee 
of the Jewish Delegation in Paris has sent a memorandum on the subject 


to the Jugo-Slav Delegation at the Peace Conference.—J.C.B. 


Rumanian Jewry and Local Conditions. 

WARSAW [F.O.C.] 

Mr. Eisenberg, the sculptor, on returning from Rumania, made 
interesting statements on the condition of the Jews there. According to 
him, our coreligionists occupy a prominent position in the commercial 
world.

London, August Ist, 1914. 
: His Imperial Majesty the German Emperor, Berlin. 

Sire.—I am fully aware that your Majesty 1s straining every nerve in favour 
of peace, and it ig because I am aware of this, and because I have always been 
such a warm and devoted admirer of your Majesty’s policy, that i venture to 
address your Majesty at such a very critical moment, when the blessings of peace 
or the horrors of war are evenly batanced. Will your Majesty therefore send me 
a proposal which I ¢ould at once lay before my friends, and which would be o| 
such a nature as would find favour both at dt. Petersburg and at Vienna, and 
which could be warmly supported by my friends?

As you know, we up here are utterly devoid of any linen, and in the 
lower classes it leads to the terrible result that the mothers are 
forced to wrap up their newborns in newspapers! as there are no 
means to procure them swaddling clothes. Of course we others 
have sacrificed to them our shirts, linen, etc., but after five years of 
war, it was nof enough. Now I have discovered in this terrible time 
of distress my Jewish heart ., . .

Now would it be possible for you to-ask in some Jewish families - 
of your friends whether they could spare some old and worn 
swaddling clothes and other things for those poor miserable children, 
for our Jewish children? They are dying, not only from want of 
nourishment and on account of the want of coal, but also on account 
of the absence of clothes. You grasp my meaning. I do not want 
anything new that still could be of use to your happy English friends. 

I am asking for rags. Nothing is too bad, anything will do, and 
the poor mothers will bless you and those who are willing to assist 
you to do this work of charity. Am I asking for too much? I know 
how busy you are, but I think you will know some kind-hearted 
lady, who, being a mother herself, will not mind the trouble to cater 
round the well-to-do families and collect what they can spare, and

On his recent 
mission, Sir Stuart had proved a worthy successor to Sir Moses. He 
(Mr. Ansell) had the very greatest pleasure in moving a vote of congratula- 
tion to Sir Stuart. 

Mr. A. L. LONDON, in seconding the motion, said that he re-echoed 
the sentiments that had been expressed by. Mr. Ansell. When the 
Government asked Sir Stuart to undertake the mission, it came as no 
surprise to the Community that h . had decided to accept it. With 
remarkable tact and a most genial personality he was able to judge 
correctly and in an impartial spirit every event as they occurred. The 
visit of Sir Stuart, they hoped, would be the means of mitigating the 

_ sufferings of and be the forerunner, of a new dawn for the Jews in Poland, 
so that they would be able to breathe the air of liberty as enjoyed by the 
people of England. 

Mr. GUSTAVE TUCK associated himself with the motion, 

- Sir Stuart was ready, although no longer young, to leave his home and 
his charming wife to undertake a perilous journey for the benefit of their 

- stricken coreligionists. It was something for which the Community were 
deeply indebted. 
motion was carried by acclam’tion. 

Sir STUART SAMUEL, in reply, said that he very much appreciated 
the compliment that had been paid to him by his loyal and devoted 
colleagues. With regard to his visit to Poland, the Government had, as 
they knew, paid him the compliment of asking him to head the mission. 
After consultation with Lady Samuel, he had placed his services at the 
disposal of the Government. His long experience of the Community in 
England made it easier for him to go to Poland than would have been the 
case With a complete stranger. He thonght it would be a good thing ifa 
Polish mission were to be sent to England to see how institutions like 
the Home for Jewish Incurables were carried on. There were no 
institutions in Poland to. come up to the Home at Tottenham. Such a 
mission would be of great. advantage to the Poles. There were a number 
of wealthy Jews in Poland, but they did not give freely to charity. A 
proper appeal shonld be made to the Jews in Poland to contribute a fair.

Congregatiqns in need of synagogues, Dr. Theodor’ s edition of the M idrash 
Rabbah, the pogrom victims in Russia, a boys’ club in the East End, and 
the Jewish Historical Society of England-—for all these financial support 
I should think this is a representative budget, nor have I 
been specially favoured with it. I find on enquiry among my friends that 
very many appeals are made to Jews. An outsider might question 
whether the appeals are not perhaps over-numerous. But if he did an 
insider would be able to assure him that requests for charity pre 
not made in vain to Jews. Long ago the Talmud declared that ‘three 
qualities mark the J ews: Modesty, kindheartedness, and charity. It was 
a true touch when one of our prominent Sunday papers in its last 


issue but one wrote:—‘During the last twelve months amidst the 


barbaric screaming and droning of jingoist hate and egotist stupidity it has 
sometimes seemed that the effective Christians were Jews—those best 
Jews who smooth animosities, unravel tangles, and hate the disorder of 
injustice as much as its wrong.” The writer might well have included 
all Jews. For whatever else may be said about Jews it cannot be said 
that they are deaf to distress. | : 


Jewish charity is bred in the bone. It-is as old as the race itself. 
Charity and kindliness are the pillars of the Mosaic code; and the Hebrew 


Prophets held up these ideals of social life to their contemporaries and to. 


the world beyond. “As long as the world lasts, all who want to make 
progress in righteousness will come to Israel for inspiration.” So wrote 
Matthew Arnold, and who can gainsay him ? What the Prophets taught 
the Rabbis only elaborated, and if a competent authority were to compile 
from Rabbinic Literature a compendium on the ideals and methods of 


. ' charity, the world would be the richer by a document of great ‘social 


value, The Greeks discovered and glorified the beauty of the human body : 
the Jews it was who glorified the goodness of the human heart. | :

| All the world 
knows them. But what the world may perhaps not know quite so well 


is that post-Biblical Jewish literature is no less insistent than the Bible 
on the importance of charity. “The world rests on three things—on the 
Torah, on the Service of God, and on acts of kindliness.” This is one of 
the earliest dicta of the Jewish Fathers, and it was by no means a paper 


ideal. From times immemorial there existed in the Temple at Jerusalem | 


the “Chamber of the Silent.” The kindhearted left their gifts there 


4 ~ privily, and the needy took what they wanted equally privily. Anony- 


mous charity is one of the ideals of the Talmud. ‘Let not thy right hand 
know what thy left hand doeth.” A story is told of the Exilarch Mar 
Ukba, whose practice it was to leave a sum of money fdaily at the 
house of a poor person. Fora long time the recipient did not discover 
the identity of his benefactor, until one day he determined to lie in wait 
for him. It was towards dusk that Mar Ukba approached the poor man’s 
house. As soon as the watcher héard the footsteps he came out, and in 
order not to be recognised Mar Ukba fled. His only means of avoiding 
recognition was to slip into a bakery and there take refuge by the hot 
oven. This he did, and when he was later blamed for risking so 
precious a life he declared that it was better to be burnt to death 
than to shame your neighbour. 

As at the Temple in Jerusalem, so in each provincial community 
there was a ‘Chamber of the Silent” serving the same purpose. Nor 
did this stand alone. To each synagogue was attached a communal 
caravansary for poor travellers; each community had a fund for making 
weekly allowances to its poor; and also a stock of food out of which 
daily rations were granted to the poor who come from elsewhere. 
Does the Parnass of our synagogue realise, I wonder, that his 
office dates back through the centuries. to the Feeder of the poor in 
those early days? Today we call him the warden, and it must be 
admitted that in the great majority of cases he still keeps ward over the 
poor, and over the congregants too, to see that these do their duty to the 
poor. | 
I have always admired 
charity. But what has moved me most—I wonder if I have ever 
mentioned it to you before—is that passage in the Mishna (in Peah), 
which has found a place in the Prayer Book. You will see it on page 
five in Singer; it reads quite simply: ‘These are the things which have 
‘no limit,” and included in the catalogue is OOM MP3. It is not 


j “easy adequately to render these words into English. They mean 


kindheartedness, sympathy, personal service, doing a good deed 
for its own sake: they sum up in essence the highest form of social 
service. Nor is this passage unique. Can there, for instance, be a 
nobler standard for charity and social work than that inculcated in the 
dictum of Rabbi José ben Elchanan, of Jerusalem, who taught “ Let thy 
house be o wide and let the poor be the members of thy household ?” 
If St. Francis of Assisi has deserved fame for his teaching, so assuredly 
has Rabbi José. And is it not a fine parallel to say that “ Charity and 
kind deeds are themselves of equal weight with all the other Mitzvot of 
the Torah?” Best of all perhaps is the exhortation of helping the 
poor to help themselves. The Jew desires not to demoralise the 


needy man. The Jew is directed to provide the poor with all that he

requires, or even with all that he has been accustomed to. Ifhe lacks 


bread, let him be given bread: if money, let him be given money, and 


if he has been accustomed to a horse and a runner then these too should 
be provided for him. The great Hillel is said to have furnished daily 4 
horse anda runner to a man who had come down in the world’ One day 
the great teachercould not obtain a runner, and he ran himself before his 
protégé. Modern scientific relief of distress may look askance on such & 
policy, but who will deny that at the root of this teaching there 18 & fine 

spirit ? 

Another point is also worth noting. In relieving distress Jews have 
never made any difference between Jews and non-Jews. The latter, like 
the Jewish poor, were allowed to glean after the reapers. The case of 
Ruth will come to your mind. The Talmud is quite specific on this point: 
“Support the non-Jewish poor, visit the non-Jewish sick, and bury the 
non-Jewish dead.” 

This is Jewish doctrine, and Jewish practice has never swerved-tar 
from it. . Through their long medieval distress, the Jews did not forget 
the poor. “‘We have never known or heard of a Jewish community,” 
wrote Maimonides, “ which did not possess a fund for the poor.” Owing 
to the constant expulsions, homeless Jews were always numerous, 
and provision was made for them. In every Jewish community 
there was the “ Holy Society ” which had for its objects helping the poor, 
visiting the sick, and burying the dead. That Chevrah Kadishah spirit is 
not yet extinct. as you know. Yet there are foolish and wicked people, 
the one bleating and the other raging, who, in face of all this, attempt to 
connect Jews and the Bolshevik horrors. Anyone who knows the spirit 
of Jewish caritas, and who hasactually seen Jews helping. their poor, who 
has studie@ the types of the poor in Jewish literature, cannot possibly 
conceive of Jews, no matter how de-Judaised, lending themselves to — 
atrocities of the kind brought to our notice almost daily, The Jew is 
naturally, constitutionally kind-hearted. | 

There is no need to question whether appeals to Jews for charity will 
remain unanswered. Jews are good givers. Jews are conscious of their 
social duties. Were they not the first to teach the duty of loving your

About Books. 


The English Bible. 


“4 Book ABOUT THE ENGLISH BIBLE” by Professor J. H. 
(Macmillan) purposes to give a brief account of the English Bi a’ a 
immediate sources and their contents; their literary backgroun an 
surroundings; the forms and characteristics of the constituent niga 
their relation to each other. To the chapters devoted to these subjects 
there have been added other chapters giving a short history of the transla- 
tion of the Bible into English, from Saxon times to our own day. Attention 
is called to the differences bet ween the commonly used English versions as 
regards contents and translation and to the reasons assigned for these varia- 
tions. The authorrefers with swwupathy to the English version of the Hebrew 
Scriptures issued in 1917 by the JewistPublication Society of America, and 
describes it ‘as a volume of deepest interest to all students of the Bible, 
because it comes from the race from which the Bible itself comes 
(p. 423). Professor Penniman has, in rapid survey, outlined the history 
of the making of English versions of the Bible, and has shown that it has 
been a continuous process. He has attempted to indicate In connection 
with each of the great translations, an answer to the question : Why was 
it made? The answer is given sometimes by implication, rather than 
directly. The author continues this method by discussing : Why will the 
next revision be made? Professor Penniman concludes that the English 
Bible now accessible in many versions is the result of scholarly work 
done by earnest and devout men through the course of more than six 
centuries. Each successive version has represented pregress toward 
the complete expression in English of the thoughts of ancient 
writers. Itself a collection of books. the Bible now appears in English 
in a composite translation. To the original, as to the translation, there 
were many contributors in many different centuries. To the authors and 
editors Professor Penniman ascribes the single-hearted purpose to preserve 
for future generations the record of the dealings of God with man, and 
he generously credits the translators with the genuine aim to make 
accessible to people of English tongue that treasure-house of wisdom and 
beauty commonly known as the Holy Scriptures. * | 


A Jewish Interpretation of Genesis. | 


“A JEWISH INTERPRETATION OF THE BOOK OF GENESIS,” by Rabbi 
Julian Morgenstern (Cincinnati), originally had only a teacher audience in 
view, and dealt immediately with the problems of class-room instruction. 
In its first form it endeavoured to present the maximum of material which 
it seemed tothe author might prove helpful and stimulating to the teacher. 
But the original manuscript has been recast, and the two publics which 
this book now seeks to reach are those of the professional Jewish religious 


teacher, whose main concern it is to learn as much of the subject as. - 


possible, in order to be able in turn to impart instruction with greater 
efficiency and authority, and the non-professional Jewish Bible student, 
whose thirst for learning and whose Jewish loyalty and interest impel 
him to seek greater knowledge of Judaism for himself. : 
Rabbi Morgenstern describes the aim of his present work to be a 
scientific interpretation of Genesis, but an interpretation which is not 
merely analytic, and therefore largely negative and destructive, but which 
is also, and more pronouhcedly, synthetic, constructive, and Jewish. 
The author accepts the established teachings of science with regard 
to Genesis, and seeks to determine constantly what is the fundamental 
Jewish thought and teaching of the various stories and groups of stories, for 
the sake of which they were cast into their present form. The treatment 
operates on the principle that the Bible is a Jewish work throughout, and 
thatit can be understood correctly and authoritatively onty when interpreted 
from the standpoint of its Jewish teachings. It proceeds with deep love 
and reverence for Judaism and its doctrines and practices, and for Jewish 


tradition and history. But the author maintains that his work is animated | 


by equal love and reverence for the future of Judaism, and for the evolu- 
tion and expansion which its beliefs and teachings must inevitably 
undergo in the inexorable progress of human thought, and in the irresistible 
compulsion to adapt and apply these teachings and principles to the needs 
and standards of modern existence, in order that Judaism may continue 


to be, what it has always been, a true Religion of Life. Holding such - 


views Rabbi Morgenstern was perfectly right in entitling his book “A 
Jewish Interpretation of the Book of Genesis,” and not asserting any 
claim for it as conveying “ The Jewish Interpretation of Genesis.” This 
work can, therefore, only be used as a text-book by those who start with 
a frank acc@ptance of the Liberal attitude towards the Bible and Judaism. 


But. Conservative teachers who feel they can safely rely on their own — 


selective judgment will find many passages in this well written treatise 
which they can extract from their setting and present to their pupils with 


_ advantage in their own form and in accordance with their own school of

Although Dr. Sighert Feuchtwanger's arresting book on the Jewish 
question has only just reached us for review, it bears the date 1916, and the 
last three years have made some of his data a little bit musty and some 
of his conclusions look a little bit foolish. It is no easy matter to deter- 
mine the exact kind of Jew Dr. Feuchtwanger is, but his impartiality is 
undoubted. He has words of comfort and joy for every section in Jewry—

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the Zionists and the Assimilationists, the Orthodox and the Liberals: he 
rates them all and proves them all wrong to his own complete and oh !-so- 
superior satisfaction. Eighty pages of closely printed type are devoted 
to this ex cathedra diversion, and finally Dr. Feuchtwanger impresses on 
his readers (who are bound to be wrong in their conceptions of the Jewish 
question) that the Jewish problem will disappear if only it is studied 
more completely—presumably in the writings of Dr. Feuchtwanger. This 
seems a very tame little mouse to have been brought forth by the labour 
of such a mighty literary mountain. But in fairness to Dr. Feuchtwanger 
it should be said that his book is besprinkled with good things, arresting 
phrases, and suggestive ideas. Thus he describes the Liberal Jew as “the 
Jew who has not quite become a Christian,” and he denies the existence 
of a real Jewish history: ‘The fact that we have only Jewish annals, not 
a Jewish history worthy of the name, explains the fact that we have no 
Jewish politics worthy of the name. Commerce will have become politics 
when the annals have become history.” The book is worth reading as a 
Statement, but by no means as a helpful contribution to a solution of the 
Jewish question.

The Rev. A. A. Green on “Some Synagogue Defects.” 


. Last Sunday the Rev. A. A. Green delivered an address at the Brixton 
Literary and Social Society on “Some Synagogue Defects.” Captain 
MICHAEL ISAACS, M.C., presided. 

The lecture was a plea for the formation of a synod of Rabbis 
and Ministers that would consider in what details the service 
of the synagogue might be improved. Reform of the _ service 
from the outside there had been; but this had not checked the 
lamentable drifé of the younger generation further and _ further 
away from synagogue worship. What was wanted was reform 
from the inside. Mr. Green gave his views on the causes of 
indecorum and disorder, on the place of women in public worship, 
and on the needless repetitions in the present service. He advocated 
a three-year cycle in the reading of the Torah. 

The Rev. A. MISHCON, in proposing a vote of thanks to the 
lecturer, said that if anyone. was entitled to address a Jewish 
audience on the shortcomings of our public worship it was Mr.

Jews and the Teachings of Jesus: 
A Rejoinder. 
From the GERALD FRIEDLANDER, 35, Gordon Square, W.C. 
‘TO THE EDITOR) 

SIR,—The remarkable Editorial Note, which you have appended to 
my letter in the current issue of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, contains 4. 
challenge which I feel bound to accept. 

The gentence “Any Jew .. . who lived strictly in accordance 
with the doctrine of Jesus and otherwise lived as a Jew,” I venture to 
submit is a contradiction in terms. A Jew who lives in accordance with 
the doctrine of Jesus is, I maintain, no longer a Jew. He is an apostate. 
In the case we are considering there is but one alternative; either the 
Torah of Moses or the Gospel of Jesus. The problem to be solved now is: 
What is the Gospel doctrine of Jesus, which I assert is incompatible with 
Judaism. I shall endeavour to consider the question sine ira et studio. 

The Gospel doctrine of Jesus, based on the belief that he was the 
Messiah and the Son of God (Mark i., 11 and Luke iii., 22), invests his 
teaching with am authority equivalent to the will of God: “Every one 
therefore which heareth these words of »ine, and doeth them ” (Mat. vii., 
24, cf. 26). The fundamental content of the doctrine taught by Jesus 
in the Sermon on the Mount and elsewhere is Salvation, or the right of 
entering the Kingdom of God. Jesus disposes of the right.of entry into 
this Kingdom; the Jewish people. i.¢., the Scribes and the Pharisees, ~ 
are specifically exclnded. Jesus claims to “ fulfil” the old Law by giving 
his. new “interpretation,” which again and again abrogates the old 
doctrines and laws of Israel. . Let us tonsider one or two instances of his - 
teaching. “ Resist not him that is evil” (bid. v.39). Thisis in direct 
opposition to the law of the Torah, which teaches, ‘Thou shalt not stand 
idly by the blood of thy neighbour” (Lev. xix. 16). We must resist evil- 
doers. Again, Jesus does away with the whole system of dietary laws 
when he teaches, ” Hear me all of you, and understand; there is nothing 
from without the man, that Going into him can defile him This 
he said, making all meats clean” (Mark vii. 14-15, and 19). This new 
doctrine opposes the teaching of the Pentateuch, as set forth in the 
eleventh chapter of Leviticus. 

Can a Jew who prefers the teaching enunciated in the Gospels to 
that set forth in the Torah still claim to be a Jew? Is he not rather a 
disciple of Jesus, who claimed to be the Messiah, and who is worshipped 
as aGod? The outlook of the Gospel is not that of the Torah. The 
Gospel sets out toshow what a man must do to enter Jesus’s Messianic 
Kingdom. It answers the question, “ What must I do to be saved?” 

This question leads to a selfish, morbid, and ascetic outlook depre- 
cated by Jewish ethics. The Jew exists to save the world, to be “a light 
to the Gentiles,” and to ‘‘make intercession for many.” The Jew has, 
consequently, nothing to learn from the new teaching in the Sermon on 
the Mount, even when “ fairly interpreted.” | , 

I do not disdain the contents of the Gospels, not to speak of the other 
books of the New Testament, “merely because Christianity has prosti- 
tuted them,” or “because we Jews have suffered” in consequence. I 
notice that you have some doubt in your own mind as to whether, in 
dealing with the teaching of Jesus, we are on solid ground. You add, 
‘assuming the accounts in the Synoptic Gospels to be true in fact, and 
that Jesus really did exist,” two assumptions which I cafinot discuss in 
detail on the present occasion. Whilst I am prepared to assunie that 
Jesus did exist, I am not at all inclined to admit that the Synoptic Gospels 
record the exact teachings of Jesus. On their own intrinsic merit I judge 
the teachings of Jesus, and for no other reason do I feel bound to reject 
them. They are, except where they merely repeat old Jewish doctrine, 
either incompatible with Jewish thought or far inferior to our Sacred 
writings. 

In conclusion, may I say that I cannot accept the translation you 
have adopted of Matthew, v. 18. ‘“Cheerik ” is quite impossible jas a 
version. Iam also innocent of having confused in my last letter, as you 


suggest, “the teachings of Jesus with the doctrine of Christianity.” Not 


one word about the latter appeared in my letter.

) our correspondent disagrees with my view that “those who look for 
iv auty and comfort sometimes disregard the fact that both elements are 
dominated by a question of outlay,” and maintains that these elements 
cin be produced even when funds are restricted, while “much money can 
i. wasted on expensive materials and meaningless ornament”; but he 
\.s omitted to quote another part of the interview, in which I said that 
“if a building is well designed on bold lines it can afford to do without 
\ hat is known as embellishment.” He also-omits to quote me when I 
-.ted that “the bulk of the Synagogues in this country are longer than 
‘hey are wide,” ,and that “those that are founded either upon 
\ square plan or an octagon afford a greater sense of spacious- 
ness and incaleulably better opportunities for architectual treatment,” and 
‘hat such bnildings would depend on “beauty of plan, mass-grouping, 
colbuw., a@ht, and “ chiaroscuro.” I submit that these conditions cannot 
be fulfilled without a greater outlay than Synagogue Committees are 
generally disposed to face. Comfort, certainly, cannot be secured without 
outlay, as illustrated by the single instance of the sittings, which, if they 
are to have arms and to be upholstered, must cost twice as.much as 


undivided and unupholstered wooden benches. 


Your correspondent also takes exception to my view that the position 


of the Almemar next to the Ark has “ everything in its favour and nothing 


against it,” and that “it adds dignity and importance to the design of the 
building, and converts valuable space intowirst class and remunerative 
seating accomodation.” The fact remains that, after I had introduced 
this arrangement into this country, the architects of the Berkeley Street 


Synagogue paid me the compliment of introducing this system into their 


own beautiftfl building, and other Synagogues adopted the same method, 
and have had no grounds to regret their decision. Your correspondent 
says, in this connection, that “ temporary seats, which are usually placed 
between the Almemar and the Ark during the High Festivals, more than 
counterbalance any loss of seating accomodation, 
time, do not give the Synagogue such an empty appearance all the 
year round, when congregations are unfortunately small”; but the 
argument destroys itself, because, if the seats are only placed 


in position on festivals, it is all the year round that the empty space is. 


mnaintained, while the filling up of the space, during the high festivals 
only, with odd chairs and benches is unsightly in itself, and is an 
expedient only, and entirely in conflict with the first principles of good 
architectural planning. |

| TRIBUTE. 

Before committing the mortal remains of our beloved friend to their 
last resting place, may I be permitted to pay, within the walls of his 
own home, a brief, yet affectionate and sincere, tribute of respect to 
his memory. We have all lost a true friend, one who possessed the 
capacity of forming loyal friendships, and who loved to share the gifts of 
the spirit with those who responded to his own nature. In all things 
“thorough,” doing with all his might everything his hand found to 
do, to the last his passion for public service, his devotion to causes 
which appealed to him, remained firm and undiminished. He strove man- 
fully to uphold the fair repute of Anglo-Jewry in the eyes of the world, he 
laboured unceasingly for the welfare of the Empire he loved so earnestly, 
his sympathy for the poor and afflicted of all creeds moved him to 
practical deeds of beneficence, and all this tireless energy was 
expended with a single aim—to utilise the powers of intellect with 
which he was endowed. for the noblest purposes—for the service of 
God and for the good of his fellow-men. The warning of approaching 
illness effected no change in his plans for the future, for he understood to 
the full the dictim of our Rabbis of old, “it is not possible for thee to 
complete the task, but neither art thou free to desist from it.” . 

In the last conversations I held with him on his sick couch, his 
ripe wisdom, combined with a strong determined will, showed itself 
Whether seeking to ameliorate the lot of his perse- 
cuted brethren in other lands, or to strengthen the religious life 
of the faith and community to which hc ever remained true, or to solve 
some of the problems of home or foreign politics in which he was so | 
deeply interested, his thoughts were fullof new projects, looking forward 
with undimmed hope to a period of renewed activity, with a zest that no 
physical pain could destroy. But alas, his life’s work was ended. In the 
career of Charles Henry, as in that of his only son, whose loss on the field 
of battle he mourned so intensely—we are face to face with the tragedy 
of the unfinished life. He beheld the land of promise from afar, but was 
not destined to enter into his inheritance of fulfilment. Surely of him it 
can be fittingly said: 

We live in deeds, not years; in thoughts, not breaths ; 

In feelings, not in figures on a dial. 

We should count time by heart throbs ; 

He most lives who thinks most, feels the noblest, acts the best. 

‘And thou shalt be missed, for thy place will be empty.” .

Str,—As a member of the Liberal Jewish Congregation, and also as a 
member of the League of Religions, may I attempt to solve one of the 
problems which perplex your correspondent, “ Puzzled?” 

In his letter, which appeared in your paper of December 26th, he 
writes that he believes that Mr. Mattuck—and other members of the 
Liberal Congregation—take an active interest in the League of Religions, 
a league which, he understands, holds out the hand of fellowship to 
Christians, Mohammedans, Buddhists, andothers. He asks, “ Why then 
can they (the Liberal Jews) not hold out the hand of fellowship to their 
fellow Jews?” The League does aim at fellowship, and I not only express 


my own feeling but, lam sure, also the feeling of all Liberal Jews, when I 


say emphatically that we are most willing to hold out the hand of fellow- 
ship to our Orthodox brethren. But one of the fundamental principles of 
the League of Religions is contained in Clate three of its constitution, 
Viz: 

‘*The League will not interfere with the’ distinctive tenets of its consti- 
tuents. ... 

This means, that each sect connected with the League can follow 
without interference the dictates of its religion. The League does not 
expect its constituents to support each other by contributions for the 
furtherance of doctrines which are not theirown. — It is, therefore, upon 
a misconception of the aim of the League of Religions that your corres- 
pondent has based his argument to show that Liberal Jews ought to 
contribute to the support of an institution founded solely to teach 
Orthodox Judaism.

reveal it to others. That the fulfilment of his heaven-appointed task 
would entail sorrow and suffering on himself he knew full well. It was a 
sacrifice he was prepared to make in the interests of a humanity he had 
been taught to love, for the sake of a purified future the advent of which he 
jooked forward to with ever increasing confidence. In its essence Judaisin is 
a system of conduct which all mankind may follow. It is in this light that 
the profoundest Jewish thinkers have regarded ourfreligion. Commenting 
on that passage in Leviticus: “And ye shall keep my commandments and 
statutes which, if a man do them, he shall live thereby,” our Rabbinical] 
teachers are careful to explain that man, in the widest acceptation of 
the term, is spoken of as keeping God’s commandments; neither Israclite, 
nor priest, nor Levite. And on the passage in the Psalms: “This is the 


gate of the Lord, let the righteous enter therein,” they observe : “That 
-means the righteous from among the heathen world.” And as a 


universal religion Judaism promises salvation to all men, be their beliefs 
and religious practices what they may. Had this same principle been 
acknowledged by other religionists, never could they have brought them. 
selves to torture and maim, and burn and flay their fellow-creatures for 
subscribing to another form of belief. It has been reserved for Judaism 
to preach and practise a toleration of other people’s opinions as broad as 
it is humane.

To Mount Sier or to Mount Zion?

Sir,—The two sermons published consecutively in the Jewish CHRONICLE 
of the 19th inst., wherein ministers of two leading congregations—leading, inasmuch 
as almost in every institution carried on by British Jewry for British Jewry,members 
of those congregations take a leading part—explain theit diverse attitudes towards 
the Great Communal Scheme, form an interesting study in the psychology of the 
Anglo-Jewish community, and ought, I think, to be taken note of, even by those 
who belong to the opposite school of thought. 


Sermon Number One is an exposition of principles held and attitude adopted 


that for clearness of thought, commonsense argument, and logical conclusion 


stands in contrast to many of the muddle-headed, lopsided disquisitions and 
utterances we are accustomed to hear or read from time to time. It is an honest 
confession that Reform or “ Liberalism ” in the Synagogue spells (in capital letters) 

Secession” from historic Judaism. Orthodox Jewry will not be inclined to 
quarrel with that view. By the way, it must be remarked that Judaism in this 
country would have been in a much better state had there been in all other religious 
institutions such harmony:between lay and clerical leaders—and what is even more 
important, between profession and practice—as exists at Hill Street. 

Sermon Number Two is more open to controversy. It defines the attitude of, 
not only the West London Synagogue of British Jews, but also, to a very large 
extent, that of the United Synagogue. It would take a leading part in what is 
officially designed for the promotion of Orthodox Judaism, while at the same.time 
it reserves for itself the privilege of playing fast and loose with any principle or 
practice that does not commend itself to the westernised taste. It will be custodian 
of the Institution responsible for the training of the future exponents and teachers 
of Orthodox Judaism in the hope that it will produce ministers for the more advanced 
Reform Synagogues in America. It-will perpetuate the fallacy which is responsible 
for much that is wrong in the community: namely, that one can be orthodox 


in Synagogue and nothing at all in private life without compromising or jeopardising | 


Judaism. 

Those who have taken up this attitude seem to stand in horror at the word 
secession,” yet they are as much separated from the body-politic of Israel as 
their first cousins of the ‘“ Liberal’ Synagogue. Let those who delude themselves 


_ with the idea that they can have a Judaism ‘“‘ Nusach’”’ England as there is a 


‘‘ Nusach’’ Ashkenaz, “ Nusach”’ Sepharad, etc., and those who would argue 
from the development of Chasidism that’ Judaism can survive sectarianism apply 
this test: Let one of them invite an ordinary observant Jew to dinner. Will not 
the answer given or implied sound something like this? ‘1 will buy with you, 
sell with you, talk with you, walk with you, and so on, but I will not eat with you, 
drink with you, nor pray with you.” The fact is that there are prayers Nusach 
Poland, Lithouania, etc., but only one Judaism, : | 

It is well that those who take their religion seriously should stand on their 
guard to watch whether our leaders are leading us towards Mount Seir or towards 
Mount Zion—the Zion that stands for the unity of Israel in righteousness and 
in holiness. 

We have lived through many a crisis, and notwithstanding the toll taken by 
the combined present-day conditions, Judaism will survive. We must, however, 
build on the old, true and sure foundations. We must proclaim the truth gained 
from experience: that a thousand Communal Schemes will be of no avail—that 
the future of our posterity as a separate entity, whether in England, Russia, or 
Palestine, is foredoomed—unless we retain the observance of the Sabbath, venera- 


tion for the Torah and for tradition, and whole-hearted faith ih the God of Israel. 


The Pronouncement of “ Liberal " Judaism. 


From “COMMON SENSE,” 


(To THE EDITOR.) | 
SIR,—I have been reading Rabbi Mattuck’s sermon in your columns 


of December 19th with some care, and the more carefully I read it the | 


more I am impressed by the gravity of its pronouncement. 
scripta manet. It is not a question of the merits or demerits of the War 
Memorial Scheme, but of the place of Hill Street in the Community. 
Rabbi Mattuck does not hesitate to say: “ We of this synagogue are dis- 
tinguished from the Orthodox Jewish congregations, not only by a different 
service—that is a comparatively minor matter—but by-different teachings 
reaching down to the very roots of the spiritual life.” In other words, 
“Liberal” Judaism is something apart from what we have always under- 
stood as the essential unity of Judaism, and might just as well be called 
by some other name. At any rate, let it no longer be known as“ Liberal” 
but “ Illiberal”—a narrow Church which gathers its skirts about it for 
fear of being contaminated by contact with Orthodoxy. Among the 
dogmas which this new religion puts forward is that of the Higher 
Criticism, which it erects into a sort of Athanasian Creed: Unless one 
believes in the Higher Criticism one cannot be a “‘ Liberal” Jew. 

These are not the days of excommunication, but of friendly 
co-operation. Had the Hill Street Congregation not been asked to join 
the Scheme, it might have had a legitimate grievance and fair reason to 
complain of being excluded from the religious counsels of the Community. 
But now it deliberately cuts itself off from the Community, and thereby 
pronounces its own doom of excision. Can it not see that the invitation 
it received to join the Scheme not only implied a recognition of its share 
in the communal interests, but gave it an opportunity of influencing the 
development of Jewish education from its own standpoint ?

Organisation of Observant Traditional Jews. 


CONFERENCE ON THE COMMUNAL SCHEME. 

A Conference was held last Sunday at the Cannon Street Hotel with the 
object of furthering the interests of the Organisation of Observant Traditions! 
Jews of Great Britain. Over one hund and fifty delegates, representin 
synagogues and societies in London and the provinces, were present. ae 

Mr. W. Wachman, who presided, explained the objects of the Organisatic: | 
which, he said, was established to deal, not only with the immediate problems «i 
the day, but with every Jewish matter that concerned the future. The War 
Memorial Scheme, recognised by all as great and necessary, formed the first 
problem with which their organisation was to deal. To the promoters it was as 
obvious as to observant traditional Jewry, that the Scheme could only be a 
success if the vast moral forces whom the new organisation represented gave it 
their whole-hearted support. Without them, they felt sure, the Scheme must 
fail Observant Traditional Jewry could not lend its support to such important 
and fundamental matters as the education of our youth without its neéds being 
guaranteed and safeguarded. The only means of putting this into effect was 
by having a strong and well-represented organisation with full recognition, as to 
its rights and claims, by the Council of the War Memorial Scheme. He felt 
confident that the organisation would be of valuable assistance in erecting a 
fitting and worthy Memorial, in the true spirit of the “ Torah. | ; 

Mr. Joseph Jacobs moved:—That this Conference welcomes the establish ment 


~ of an organisation to further and safeguard the interests of Observant Traditiona! 


Jewry in this country and pledges itself to render it every possible support. 

Mr. J. Mendelovitch, in seconding the resolution, said that, as a delegate of 
the Sinai League, he was pleased to see the establishment of an organisation that 
coincided with the principles of that League. The condition of Orthodoxy to-day 
in this country was very bad. The-observances of Judaism were being openly 
broken and neglected. Jewish youths of to-day were ignorant of Judaism. It 
should be the duty of every true Jew to fight for the promotion of traditiona! 
Judaism. 

Mr. L. Eisen opposed the establishment of the organisation. He suggested 
that if any work was to be undertaken it should be that of establishing a Jewish 
University in* Palestine. 

Mr. L. Felsenstein said that the greatest misfortune of traditional Jewry 
had been the lack of unanimity among those’ who observed it. The War 


Memorial Scheme would be a grand achievement if carried out by traditional Jews. 


Messrs. L. §. Abrahamson (Newport), J. Abrahams, L. De Young (who 
expressed the wish that ‘‘ orthodox ” be substituted for “ observant "), 5. Wallach, 
A. M. Adler (who said it must be clearly understood that the Organisation did not 
desire to cause any split in the Community) and A. Harris supported tho 
resolution, which was carried with two dissentients. | cae 

Mr. A. M. Adler then moved :— 7 om 

That the Organisation of Observant Traditional Jews of Great Britain is 
prepared to assist in raising funds under the War Memorial Scheme, provided that 
the following conditions are accepted by its Council: (1) That donors be 
permitted to earmark their donations, which are to be held by the Treasurers 
of the War Memorial at the disposal of the Organisation of Observant Traditional 
Jews of Great Britain for educational purposes, as will be decided upon by the 
said Organisation. (2) In view of the fact that the large moral forces, represented 
by the vast masses of Jews, hold religious views in accordance with those of the 
Organisation of Observant Traditional Jews. The earmarked funds must not 
be taken, as indicating a limitation of support to be afforded the institutions 
decided upon by the said Organisation. That should the above two 
conditions not be accepted by the War Memorial Council, the Executive be 
empowered to take the necessary steps and convene at an early date a further 
Conference, 

In support of the resolution, Mr. Adler said they were all agreed that the 
promoters of the War Memorial Scheme meant to make an earnest attempt to 
do something for the uplifting of Judaism in this country. Where there was 


} any difference of opinion was in the methods by which the Scheme was to be 


carried out. The question as to whether Jews’ College was to be transferred to 
Oxford or Cambridge, or to remain in London, did not, in the opinion of orthodox 
Jews, concern them in the least, since the College was not the institution where 
they intended to have their rabbis and teachers trained. The Yeshiva must 
remain, and could not be replaced by Jews’ College. They further maintained 
that fer the secular education of their rabbis and teachers a separate institution 


under the management and control of observant and traditional Jews was 


essential. There was a large section of the Jewish’ community who would not 
send their children to Jews’ College as they were not convinced that the College 
satisfied their demands. It was for the masses that they must provide, as must 


also the War Memorial Council, and an assurance had been given by the promoters — 


that this was their intention. : 
Mr. S. Josephs (Leicester) seconded the resolution, which was sup 


rted by

Memorial Scheme were very sincere Jews, but this was not the case with the

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The Uncovered Head. 
From Professor Dr: GOTTHARD DEUTSCH, Cincinnati, 0. 
{TO THE EDITOR. |} 


Srr,— My friend Dr. Gaster has challenged me, much against my will, 

to discuss this issue once more. He appealed to me that I shall ‘‘ not be 
slow in pointing out my {|Dr. Gaster’s} mistake.’’ Unfortunately, I cannot 
oblige him. The issue of October 13th, in which his strictures appear, 
did not reach me until November &th, and while lam replying promptly 
Tam bound to be slow. ‘ 
Let me repeat that I had no intention of making a practical proposi- 
tion. Ihave no objection to people of conservative tendencies keeping 
their heads covered during services while performing a religious function, 
and while speaking Hebrew. I can respect the emotional value of sucha 
practice, as I can respect—and would hate to see abandoned—the practice 
of reading the Torah from a written scroll, or the performance of a wedding 
under a “Chuppah.” My object was, and is, strictly scientific. A 
prohibition against the use of a printed book in reading the Torah could 
net be found in the Talmud and the codes up to the end of the fifteenth 
century, and is not found in the Shulchan Aruch. The “Chuppah” is 
uaknown in the Orient, and no one would claim that a marriage without 
a‘ Chuppah ” is invalid. 

Now coming to the point under discussion, I admit that Dr, Gaster is 
right when he says that in the opinion of the Jews of our age, living in 
occidental countries, there is a difference between the duty of keeping 
the head covered in the home and in the synagogue. 
admitting a visitor to your library while you are dressed in your bathrobe, 
and between going to synagogue in such an attire, but exactly the same 
difference exists between receiving your friends with a bare head and 
praying with uncovered head in oriental conception. 

To use a familiar illustration. An orthodox English banker may be 
ennobled as Sir Mortimer Hyamson, let us say, but in the synagogue he is 
still, as was his grandfather before him, Moshe ben Hayyim. ‘The differ. 
enee is that the grandfather was to his neighbours, Jews and Christians, 
Moshe Hayyim, while the grandson is in the street, or in his office Sit 
Mortimer, and only in. the synagogue, Moshe Hayyim. So Moshe 
Hayyim covers his head in the synagogue—and, as my friend points out 
correctly, in the House of Commons, where sentiment indulges in archaic 
habits, or in the Lodge of Freemasons, where, as Iam told, the supposed 
practices of King Solomon's temple are maintained, but the worshipful 

master or the honorable member behave as other occidentals do outside 
of the House of Commons or out of sight of syuare and compass. 

The sum total of the discussion is that a covered head is—to the 
oriental—a token of decorum, and therefore prescribed in the synagogue, 
but is not, as ¢.g., Tallith, a religious duty. The proofs are found in the 
Jewish Kneyclopedia. (s.v. Bareheadedness), and the clearest is the 
passage quoted from ‘‘ Masseketh Soferim,” xiy., 15, which prohibits 
praying with mud-bespatiered garments and with uncovered head, thus 
putting the two on one level. Elijah of Wilna, who ordered Mendelssohn's 
Pentateuch to be burned, is surely above the suspicion of destructive reform 
tendencies, and yet he says, as I stated in my first article, that to cover 
the head is merely propriety JODY TWN, but not a religious duty.

Let me here add, en passant, that it would 
have been far better for Birmingham if the Reform Synagogue had been 
built, because, firstly, the Progressive element would have left Singer’s 
Hill, and there would have been no need to tinker with the Ritual to 
please thei: secondly, their seats at Singer’s Hill would easily have 
been occupied by Orthodox Jews, who are now patiently waiting to 
secrire. such seats. and who would be quite satisfied with the 


would be well patronised by (a) that class whose early education in 
Hebrew has been sadly neglected; (4) those who are on the brink of 


apostasy ; (c) that class who have, unfortunately, married out of the — 


Faith. All these would find spiritual solace in a place of worship 
where the service would be rendered in a language they can best under- 
stand.

Most people are agreed that new syna¥ogues are necessary, but they 
plead that the present time is not opportune for building. I grant all 
this! but there is no time like now for formulating schemesand establish- 
ing organisations in readiness for the near future. , 

Once you can persuade the Community that new synagogues are 
necessary for fostering the spiritual and religious welfare of the Jewish 
population the rest is easy, and to my mind no better War Memorial for 
us Jews could be proposed than establishing a new synagogue here. 

I would certainly like the proposal for a new synagogue to emanate 
from the leaders of Singer’s Hill, for then its success would be assured. That 
would be a far better plan than the method adopted in other towns, of 
numerous insahitary crowded synagogues situated in back alleys and 
attics, each in direct opposition to the other, laying themselves open to 
jibes and sneers from the neighbouring Gentile population. By following 
the plan I have here adumbrated, we should certainly feel sure of unity

identified themselves with their Gentile surroundings. They 
imagined themselves in good faith to be as genuine descendents. of 
the Picts and Scots as the MacPhersons and MacDonalds, of the 
Anglo-Saxons as any Howard, of the Normans as a Percy or a 
Grosvenor, that their ancestors had opposed the hosts of. Julius 


Caesar, had come over with Hengist and Horsa, had accompanied 


William the Conqueror, had fought at Agincourt, had beheaded 
Charles I., had triumphed over Napoleon, that they had produced 
Shakespeare and Milton, Bacon and Newton, Gibbon and Macaulay, 
They saw and felt no connection between themselves and Palestine. 
They admitted no solidarity between them and “foreign Jews. 
They would have answered the suggestion of a return to Jerusalem 
with an amused smile or, more often, with a frown of indignation. 
Now, even of these Jews, some, perhaps many, perceivenow dimly the 
links ‘which connect them with the nationally conscious Jewish 
people, even they hear a low-whisper in the hidden depths of their 
soul speaking softly and plaintively of old and new. sufferings, of 
never abandoned hopes, of manly purposes, and they feel inclined to 
take an active interest in the glorious work of building up a Jewish 
State under England’s powerful and generous protection. The merit 
of this change of attitude belongs, I believe, to the new generation, 
the children of these assimilated Jews, who had a keener compre- 
hension than their parents of the beauty and cultural value of the 
Zionist Ideal. 

Your second objection bas a more solid basis. You are alarmed 
at my proposal to allow Zionist Jews, if they desire it, to become 
legally citizens of Jewish Palestine without living there, of course 
renouncing all other political allegiance. I am sorry not to gain 
your approval, but in this case we must agree to differ. Vox, in 
spite of contradiction, I shall certainly do all I can to carry my

realise what it is to be totally deprived of this great comfort of life. It is 
almost more than my medesty can bear when I hear what you expect of 
me. Certainly, you vastly over-rate my capacities and the position | am 
occupying or I am going to occupy. When I came here, of course I 
knew what can be known from newspaper reports. I knew that 
our friends Weizmann and Sokolow had acted with the courage 
of brave men. I knew that they had achieved very great 
things, but I knew it only in large general lines. I did not know it in 
detail, which has a great importance in questions of practical politics. 

Now, I shall be by and by initiated into the particulars of the proceedings; 

maybe I shall go from one astonishment to another—in the best 
sense of the word—astonishment at the great things that have been 
realised. Maybe I shall discover here and there things which perhaps I 
should have liked to see arranged differently. What I have already said 
several times ina narrower circle I do not like to repeat here, but what I 
say earnestly is this :—I do not come here to criticise. I think nothing is 
more useless than mere criticism of things past. We cannot change 
which is already done. 

LET BYGONES BE BYGONES. 

Let us face the situation as itis at present, the actuality, which is productive 
of the future. There we have to employ our capacities. There we have 
to apply our zeal, and that I am prepared to do. In this you may believe 
me. (Cheers.) This is neither the time nor the place to develop pro- 
grammes, to formulate points. We must, of course, continue with 
generalities. We know that a great work is before us, is awaiting 
our initiative, and is taxing to the utmost our energy and our creative 
powers. We shall have to realise what wasadream. Nothing is more 


easy, nothing is more agreeable than to dream. But when we again feel 


the carth under our feet, we must trudge on earnestly in our efforts, some. 
times with full exhaustion of our strengtt. Now this is the moment we 
have dreamed of, and we now cease to dream. We have seen wonderful 
visions. This time of seeing visions is ended, and we have to face 
hard and fast facts. The Jewish masses expect wonders from us. 
Perhaps we shall be able to do wonders.. Now 1 am a believer in miracles. 
(Laughter and cheers.) It wasa miracle to have a Weizmann and Sokolow 
It was a miracle to have in England wise 
politicians who understood and sympathised with Jewish aspirations. 
Now, if it is necessary to be modest it is aseless to be meek. We know 
very well that there are no free gifts in politics, and there are no senti- 
mentalists in the sphere of international affairs. When an earnest 
responsible Government like 
| ENGLAND PLEDGES ITS WORD 


and the strength of the Empire in offering something, it is. tacitly or 
explicitly expecting something from the Jewish people. It says: 
you are not weak; you are suffering, but there is stamina in you; 
we give you something, we expect of you something. They did 
We Jews are bright. We have to 
know, and as we do not know what is expected, we must simply 
say it is a very earnest piece of business that we are going to do. 
Let us take our responsibility with wideawake senses. Let us see clearly © 
what we-are driving at. We want Palestine. We want to -be able to 
settle there in large numbers. We want to do so quickly in order to be 
strong there, and, being there, to fulfil all that the British Government 
promised itself explicitly or implicitly from our presence. Now, you 
here, you are a select part—the élite—of the Zionist Federation. I know 
your history. Several of you I met at the first Basle Congress. You 
were a sprinkling of perhaps four or five people. When Herzl first came 
to England I gave him a letter of introduction to my dear friend 
Zangwill, who. introduced him to the Maccabeans.. He thought he 
would come, see or be seen, and conquer. That Caw#serean programme. 
was not fulfilled. He came, he saw, he wasseen, but he did not conquer. 
There was a stoic smile on the faces of the intellectuals that formed the 
noble assembly of the Maccabeans. They heard him epeak, Shey 
questionéd him benevolently, and when he ‘had gone, they said, “very | 
interesting.” That was all. Afterwards, slowly, step by step, the idea 
spread in England and enrolled workers and enthusiasts. English Jewry, | 
as it was then constituted, received something like a shock. Very little 
was wanting, and they might have repeated the exploit of the Munich 
Community or Congregation, which is inscribed with golden letters in the 
history of our renaissance. We did not go to Whitechapel; we went to 
Queen’s Hall. There was great interest in England. There were intel- 
lectuals, there were

I told them: We are living in the present and we are absolutely 
decided to work out the future. With youl will work with pleasure— 
against you, if necessary.

Some woreirritated, 
others were convinced, others that had been hostile became indifferent, 
the indifferent became interested, the interested became enthusiastic, |

been heretofore. (Cheers).

Mr. Morris Myer, who 
was the principal guest, said that “‘ Progress ” meant, for a nation. to be sure 
of its existence. They should be able normally to develop, there- 
fore, realisation of Zionism was actually “ Progress” for the Jewish people. 
Mr. 8. Teff spoke on the obligations of progressive Zionists at the present 
time. The Secretary, Mr. Wiiliam Fox, read letters from Mr. Israel 
Zangwill and Dr. Max Nordau. yaw 

Dr. Nordau’s letter is as follows: 


77, Great Russell Street, London, W.C.1. 
| December 25th, 1919. 

DEAR MR. Fox,—yYour Association, to whom I send my cordial greet- 
ings and offer my best wishes, is born under a happy star. It came into 
being a year after the Balfour Declaration, from which I date a new era 
of Jewish history. | 

I have implicit faith in England and take a British promise as a 
positive, indisputable value. I therefore reckon with the fact that 
Palestine will be ours, not as a “homeland,” not as a “centre,” but purely 
and simply as our country, as our State. For there is no reason for 
employing circumlocution or methods of camouflage. We must have 
the. courage to say clearly and straightforwardly what we think. Whoever 
is content with less than a Jewish State, first under the protectorship of 
Great Britain as mandatory Power, later on independently, is not a 
political Zionist, but something else for which he may choose or invent 
his own name. 

The new situation imposes crushingly heavy duties on the Jewish 
people collectively and on every Jew individually. But I trust every one 
of us will feelin honour bound to comply with his moral and material 
obligations, and that we will be equal to the unique occasion.

_ Llexpress my regret that the unfortunate cancellation of the announced 
Zionist Conference at Basle seems to remove from Zionists in general the 
one opportunity of criticising the policy of their leaders or shaping one of 
their own.

PALESTINIAN JEWS AND COLONEL PATTERSON. 


A Jerusalem ‘wire states :—Colonel Patterson, who was one of the 
founders and leaders of the Jewish legion in Palestine, has left for 
England. The Jewish community of J erusalem presented him, prior, to 
his departure, with a scroll, which records his services on behalf of the 
Jewish cause.

A MUSEUM FOR PALESTINE. 

The Palestine Museum has been established in J erusalem and is to be 
open at present-on Fridays, Saturdays and Sundays (the Sabbaths of the 
three religions 0’ Mohammedanism, Judaism and Christianity). The 
Muscum has hitherto existed as part of the Bezalel School of Arts and 
Crafts, founded by the Zionists, and although it was only established 
in 1906, it already contains over three thousand exhibits. Jewish artists 
in all countries have promised pictures, sculptare, ete., and a special 
section is to be established referring to the British conquest of Palestine. 
Towards this Commanders of the Jewish Regiment and the Zionist Com 
mission have promised their assistance.

In connection with the Clothing Appeal for Palestine orphans issued _ 
in the early part of 1919 by the Federation, to which a generous response 


has been made by the Community, the followmg extract from a Report 
on the existing conditions in Palestine, received by the Federation from 
the President, Mrs. Rebecca D. Sieff, will be of interest. » 

‘‘T have seen Miss Seligshérg and Miss Oppenheim, and they both expressed 
themselves as particularly delighted with the london cases which they received 
for the Orphans. They have just come in time for the rainy season which 1s 


now in full blast, and the warm coats and clothes which were contained are 
much appreciated,” 


the observations we ventured in our last issue concerning the resoiution 

upon the Mond case passed by the English Zionist Fed: ration. He has 

accordingly written to that paper a letter setting forth his objections. 
He says :— | 

The Jewish World, in last week’s issue, contested the appropriate- 

ness of the resolution passed by the English Zionist Federation 

expressing satisfaction at the stand made by Sir Alfred Mond vindi- 

- cating—as the resolution claimed -Jewish Honour. Allow me, Sir, 
te express my entire disagreement with the view contained in your 
valuable journal on this matter, and to point out that in the action 
which Sir Alfred Mond brought he defended not only “his own 
personal honour,” but also the honour and the status of the Jewish 
Community. 

To anyone who followed the case closely, it was clear that the 
defendants meant to attack, and sling mud at, the whole Jewish Com- 
munity. Sir Alfred Mond was only chosen as an object of illustra- 
tion. One of the defendants was preparing a “Who's Who in 

: Jewry ” (not for the glorification of Jewry)! Postcards were shown 
in Court containing caricatures of men in the highest positions in the 
Community. One of the defendants declared that his occupation was 
“trying to clear the country of its undesirable clements.” The same 
man contended that Judaism and Bolshevism were identical. The 
other defendant attempted to invoke the Common Law of England to 
deprive the Jew of his status. Throughout the trial Jewish patriotism 
- was challenged, Jewish loyalty was..questioned, Jewish citizenship 
was assailed. “Cana Jew be an Englishman’?’—-this question was 
shot forth again and again. And Sir Alfred Mond stood the test like 
aman and a Jew. He did not for one moment attempt to hide his 
being a Jew. “Iam a Jew and a British subject,” Sir Alfred Mond 
answered his accusers. With this answer alone he did a. great 
service to theJewish Community. It sums up the position of the Jew 
as a citizen, Every Zionist in this country can subscribe to it whole- 
heartedly. | 
You quoted two answers from the evidence of Sir Alfred Mond

‘Mr. HENRY HYMAN SALOMONS (Brussels). 


Henry Hyman Salomons died at a Nursing Home at Brussels on the 


25th December, He was a son of Mr. Reuben Salomons, a brother of Mrs. 


Lewis Emanuel, and a grandson of Professsor Hurwitz, of University 
College. He was distantly related to the family of the same name, of 
which Sir David Salomons, Bart., is the head. .Mr. Salomons was 
educated at University College School, and entered the service of the 


Imperial Continental Gas Association soon after leaving school, through | 


the good offices of Sir Julian Goldsmid. Intensely interested in his work, 
he made himself an authority on all questions relating to lighting and heat- 
ing. Mr. Salomons attained the position of manager of the Association's 
branch at Vienna, and thence proceeded to take up a similar position at 
Haarlem (Holland). From there later he moved to take up the manager- 
ship at Brussels, where, a few years ago, he concluded fifty years of ser- 
His jubilee was marked by many tokens of appreciation and friend- 
ship, including the conferment upon him of the Order of Leopold. Mr. 
Salomons was a man of striking intelligence, anda close follower of British 
and Continental politics. For many years he was President of the British 
Chamber of Commerce at Brussels. He wasan excellent linguist, and was 
deeply interested in art, and acquired a fine collection of pictures, china, 
and furniture while in Holland. During the war, this was stored close to 
Brussels, and its fate was at all times in doubt. Mr. Salomons married a 
sister of Dr. Sidney P. Phillips, and after her death, married Beatrice, 
daughter of Mr. Julius Simon, banker, of London, who, with a young 
daughter, survives him.

ANNUAL MEETING. 
[COMMUNICATED.] 


The annual meeting of Grand Lodge was held on Thursday and Friday, 
December 25th and 26th, at the Imperial Hotel, Russell Square. 

The meeting was presided over by Bro. J. Levy, Grand President, supported 
by Bro. J. Bader, Grand Vice-President. 

The Chairman, after welcoming the delegates, of whom more than 120 were 
present, including a large number from the provinces, delivpred an address on the 
work of the Order during the past year. In the course his address he said 
membership was the first essential of an organised body, an\l those who had had 
the responsibility of guiding the destinies of the Order through the trying period 
of the war had many misgivings, and feared a serious decline. The result, as shown 
in the report, exceeded all expectations. Whatever figures other members had 
fixed for 1919, he did not think they would number 8,000—they had actually 
8,400. Of course, they were not up to the figures of 1915, but the days had passed 
when the number of members was the only consideration. Membership to-day, 
without accompanying financial stability, led to disaster, and they had been more 
concerned with methods to ensure financial stability. They were better off to-day 
with 300 members less than in 1915, because the financial position was so much 
improved. The membership must soon come up to the figures of 1915, the prospect 
is improved by the members admitted since January, 1919, and he was hopeful 
that they would be able to record next year a membership of 9,000. (The number 
includes the Female Lodges. There the membership was larger and would have 
been still greater, but ladies’ lodges needed better accommodation. That the 
Council had not been able to give them, and that was responsible for the small 
merease, If membership was the first essential, finance was the next. This phase 
he approached with great confidence. He did not wish to dwell on the total funds 
of the Order so much as upon individual funds and their effect upon solvency. 
though the totals were figures of which they need not be ashamed—£45,000, No 
one expected, say, ten years ago, that. such an amount. would be reached. They 
had paid away last year £6,400 in Funeral Benefits, and during the last six years 
£25,604. It was a satisfaction that they could meet all claims made upon them. 
The Central Benevolent Fund was now part of the Constitution. The Lodges 
Relief Fund now became the equalisation fund to help Lodges after a valuation, 
and the soldiers’ contribution fund was larve. but that would be distributed to 
Lodges in relief of certain sickness benefits paid to ex-soldiers who were invalided 
out of the army—300 members were still serving in His Majesty’s forces. With 
the increasing attention given to the health of the people, friendly societies would 
be wanting in their duties if they were to look on while other agencies were being 
set up, though the question affecting this was not yet part of the general policy of 
the Ministry of Health. Convalescence following illness was a determining factor 
towards a complete recovery.. The Association ef Jewish Friendly Societies, 
combining all the Orders and mény societies, had therefore launched a scheme to 
establish a Convalescent Home. Towards the initial outlay many of the Lodges 
had contributed and the Grand Lodge had voted £50. There was another matter 
to which he wished to refer. It did not immediately affect the Order, but it affeeted 
our people. The distress of our brethren in Poland’ and Eastern Europe called 

The honorary officers could not do much, as they were not in such close 
touch with the individual members of the Order. The Brethren were in close 
touch with them, and could do much to assist the cause; and as it was desired 
that Grand Lodge should be associated with the Lodges, it was proposed to ask 
the meeting to consent to Grand Lodge contributing a donation towards the fund 
now being collected. As his term of office expired at. the conclusion of that 


Conference, he thanked them for the honour they had bestowed upon him in having — 


chosen him as Grand President. e endeavoured to give every delegate the 
right that was due to him, and to make the Grand Lodge meetings as democratic, 
brotherly and friendly as possible. | 

Bro. M. Cash, Grand Treasurer, submitted the financial statement. The 
iotal income of the Grand Lodge was £10,581; the expenditure £9,146. For 
Funeral Benetits the sum of £6,452 was paid. Dealing with the General Account 
he said that the total amount received during the year was unprecedented in the 
history of the O.A.B. and 8.4. and the history of the whole Jewish Friendly 
Society movement. With regard to the Funeral Fund—the most important 
fund of the Grand Lodge—it must be admitted that the past year was an abnormal 
year for deaths. - In spite of having to draw upon the Reserve Fund to the extent 
of £314, the balance in that fund stood now at £4,375. This fund would be con- 
siderably strengthened by the new resolution which had been adopted by placing 
Is. per member per annum towards it. The additional funds, such as the Mendel 
Kissin Fund, and the Central Benevolent Fund, had been of enormous value to 
the members, many substantial grants being made and assistance given where 
needed, 

The financial statement was adopted and thanks were accorded to the Treasurer 


for his services, and to the auditors, Bros. J. Solomons, D. Davis, L. (. Beber and 
Marks.

THE. STAGE JEW. 

At a meeting of the North London Zionist Society, Mr. M. J. Landa 
delivered a lecture on “ Zionism and the Stage Jew.” Mr. Maurice L 
Perlzweig, B.A., Past-President of the University of London (University 
College) Dramatic Society, was in the Chair. The lecturer traced the 
history of the Stage Jew in English dramatic literature. In the medizeval 
morality plays, produced under the influence of the Church, the Jew had 
inevitably been painted in an unfavourable light, appearing usually in the 
guise of a red-bearded Judas. Nor did the enlightenment ‘of the Renais. 
sance break the tradition. The Jew still appeared in the guise of ‘a 
monster. Mr. Landa referred to several plays as illustrations. He 
mentioned two interesting cpisodes. One was the production in 1830, at 
the old Garrick Theatre in‘Leman Street, of a play called “‘Gold-dust,” 
so offensive to Jewish sentiment that the Jews. of the time, more 
robust than their descendants, did not hesitate to make the production 
impossible, some of them being arrested in consequence. The play was 
never again produced, and there was apparently no copy now in existence. 
The other episode was the production in 1839 of a play called “The Jew 
of Aragon,” which gave a picture of the noblest type of Jew, who in his 
speeches anticipated in the most explicit way many of the ideals of 
mod@n Zionism. Owing to want of sufficient suport, however, the play 
was not successful. Mr, Landa expressed the hope that when he produced 
the play, as he intended to do shortly, he would receive the support of the 
community. His profound conviction was that only asa result of strong 
awd continued protest, coupled with the production of plays, Jewish 
and non-Jewish, showing a finer type of Jew, would the tradi- 
tional type of stage Jew disappear from the English stage. 
The Chairman supported Mr. Landa’s appeal for the production of 


plays showing a more favourable type of Jew, while the final solution of - 


the problem would not come until the national dignity of the Jew had been 
permanently raised. Much could be done by a Jewish Stage Society to 
counteract prevailing prejudices. The young Jewish men and women 
who very often formed the backbone of University Dramatic Societies 
would gladly give their services and ought to be organised for the purpose. 
It was a matter for extreme regret that the production of plays like 
ilerzl’s ‘ New Ghetto” had not received more support, and Mr. Perlzweig 
hoped that Mr. Landa would receive more encouragement in producing 

The Jew of Aragon.” They all looked forward with keen interest to the 
appearance of the book in which the lecturer was embodying the mature 
result of his researches.

The close of the musical season allows time for retrospection on the 
events of the year. From amusical standpoint it has been a year fraught 
with many changes, and-it is impossible to look back over the concert 
lists of the season without mentally comparing them with those of other 
years, and noting the marked difference in classification and the composi- 
tion of the programme.
